The administration's decision 


to throw its support behind the 
measure Wednesday delighted 
House supporters, who had 
quickly withdrawn It from floor 
consideration last week In the 
face of heavy absenteeism, op* 
position from conservationists, 
and reports of troubles ahead. 
' Despite the administration 
boost, however, a sharp fight is 
expected when the measure is 
rescheduled by the House lead* 
ership, a step that is not expect- 
red at least until late this month. 


Although the bill provides for 


replanting and selected thinning 
programs, conservationists feel 
it puts too much emphasis on 
timber cutting at the expense of 
protection for watersheds, fish 
and wildlife, gracing and recre- 
ation. 


Secretary of Agriculture Clif- 


ford M. Hardln said the admin- 
istration feels the legislation 
"will greatly promote Improved 
forest 
management practices 


and is essential to improving 
the timber producing capacity 
of the national forests within 
use and sustained yield princi- 
ples." 


George Romney, secretary of 


Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, also Issued a statement 
endorsing the bill. 


"In 
the next five years, 


domestic timber requirements 
for use in residential construc- 
tion alone will almost double," 
Romney said. "Without the sub- 
stantial increase in Umber pro- 
duction which the enactment of 
this legislation will encourage, 
it will be difficult, If not impos- 
sible, to build the homes Ameri- 
ca needs." 


Hardln said the bill has his 


department's complete approval 
and added the Bureau of the 
Budget—which last August sug- 
gested a delay on the legislation 
— has "no objection to the pres- 
entation of this report from the 
standpoint of the administra- 
tion's program."

You are again reminded to 


clean out your martin houses 
not later than a week after your 
birds arrive. The martins cruise 
around a week or two before 
nesting, but when the time comes 
to settle down tltey'll pass up 
your boxes and look elsewhere 
if they have to contend with old 
nests that sparrows have built 
on the premises. 


All martin boxes should be 


mounted at an elevation of 20 
feet or more, on swing poles- 
spliced, that is, with a fulcrum 
bolt so the martin box may be 
swung to the ground for easy 
.cleaning.
